The Conference was the 
brain child of Todd Sloan,

The conference has been 
in the works since last 
May, and the organizers 
(Todd Sloan, Bettina Kar- 
pel, and holly Cullen) 
devoted extraordinary 

amounts of tine and energy 
to the project. 

Among the notables who 
devoted their tine to the 
workshops were Phil Edrron- 
ston, Michael Bergnan, Ar- 
nold Bennett, and Judge 
Trudel of the Provincial 
Court of Quebec. 

The follow-up to the

drafts. Papers would then 
be revised and a final 
draft subrritted to the 
individual essay supervi- 
sor. This process ot crit- 
ical evaluation and revi- 
sion should provide not 
only a valuable learning 
experience but should also 
produce a nurr ber of excel- 
lent, publishable papers at 
the end of the year. 

The Need 

At present there is lit- 
tle enphasis given to writ- 
ing skills at McGill. Af- 
ter the first year tutorial 
programme, there is no 
course which focuses on 
developing the student's 
writing ability. 

There is corr paratively 
little emphasis on research 
as well. Although several 
upper year courses contain 
writing requirements, no 
course concentrates on re- 
search itself. The dis- 
tinction between conven- 
tional research and so-cal- 
led fundamental research is 
poorly understood, if at 
all. It is certainly not 
discussed formally in any 
existing course. 

The various kinds of 
research in which students 
might engage also fail to 
be the subject of formal 
instruction. Research in 
legal theory, law reform 
research, primary research, 
and so on, are among the 
fields of enquiry to which 
the law student is present- 
ly seldom directed. 

Potential 



This lack ot emphasis on 
research and writing is un- 
fortunate. There are a 
number ot students at Mc- 
Gill who are capable ot 
producing papers which 

could make useful contribu- 



tions to the legal litera- 
ture. To achieve this, 
however, resources must be 
channelled carefully;. The 
present "term essay" option 
institutionalizes two fun- 
damental shortcomings: an 

inadequate working period 
of three months and an ab- 
sence of intense critical 
evaluation . 

In the present three 
month essay course students 
generally require the first 
month or two to conduct and 
compile their research, the 
second and third to synthe- 
size it, and the third to 
write something. Indeed, 
these students can usually 
be seen in their third 
month writing frantically 
under the pressure of immi- 
nent exams. They complete 
at best a first draft and, 
generally, they abandon the 
paper on some dusty shelf 
by the time the next term 
comes around. Needless to 
say, these papers are sel- 
dom. revised into something 
worth submitting for publi- 
cation. 

By institutionalizing a 
process of critical evalua- 
tion and revision ot first 
drafts, the proposed re- 
search seminar should avoid 
these problems. Students 
would have a total of seven 
months between the time of 
beginning research and sub- 
mitting the final draft; 
they would be required to 
rework their initial paper 
into an essay of the high- 
est quality.

D&Deve Introduced 

This week, Faculty Council approved the notions to 
irr plerrent the DEVE and D grade proposals. 

For those students untarriliar with these issues, sorre 
ex pla nation is in order. DEVE is a standard deviation 
iorrr ula which rreasures the student's acaderric perfor- 
rrance in relation to his or her classnrates. This will 
be highly beneficial to outside evaluators (i.e. law 
f irrr s ) who will be in a better position to comprehend 
the relatively low grades that prevail at this faculty. 
In addition, the DEVE formula will ensure that a student 
will not be disadvantaged simply because he or she is in 
a particularly difficult course section. 

The D grade is part of a broader scheire that will in- 
troduce the university rrarking systerr (G.P.A.) to the 
Faculty of Law. The D grade has been particularly con- 
troversial, in that it nr ay have the effect of lowering a 
C to a D. Fiowever, we feel that its positive side out- 
weighs these concerns. To illustrate this point, it nay 
be noted that a borderline examination paper will be 
given the benefit of a doubt and rray not be failed by 
virtue of the existence of a conditional pass. 

The Faculty is to be applauded for having adopted 
these rreasures which will ultimately benefit the student 
body. The members of the committee who studied this 
question are also to be commended for their time and ob- 
vious effort in preparing the report. 

vve are particularly glad that Professor Sklar was not 
on sabbatical last year so that he could furnish infor- 
med opinion on this matter.
